B ER N E, Switzerland, Feb. 1 3 .— Germ any ’s public and officialdom do 
not believ e enthance of America into the w ar would hav e the s lightes t 
effect on the outcome. 
As a m atter of fact, Field Mars hal Von Hlndenburg believ es , with pre­ 
parations now under way , the war w ill be won by Germany before America 
could enter— if s he does enter. 
W hen Ambas s ador Gerard and his party left Berlin orders had been 
is s ued by the German m ilitary authorities cancelling all v acations of army 
officers and men for the month of February . 
Th at mov e dev eloped the information that Von Hindenburg was aw ait­ 
ing the opportune moment for the great, final effort of Germany 's forces . 
Germ any ’s m ilitary leaders believ e the moment of Germ any ’s v ictory 
is at hand. 
They hold that this v ictory w ill be achiev ed becaus e of the 
s ucces s which w ill attend the unlim ited s ubmarine w arfare and becaus e 
of the s hortage of French munitions and s upplies , due to lack of coal in 
France. 
Moreov er, thes e leaders think the final, ov erwhelming effort w ill be 
made and complete s ucces s achiev ed before America can mov e. 
Though the German army and nav y is prepared— and anx ious — for war 
with America, German news papers hav e been urging Americans to work 
for peace and hav e been bes eeching the German adm iralty not to torpedo 
s hips carry ing American pas s engers . 
T h eir efforts , howev er, do not ap­ 
pear to be s ucces s ful. 
During the pas t three months the German cens ors hip has been mos t 
s ev ere. 
Corres pondents hav e been unable truly to picture conditions in 
Germany . 
Only s uch dis patches as were des igned to influence American 
opinion were allowed to pas s . 
Berlin cannot unders tand why America m aintains her diplom atic rela­ 
tions w ith Aus tria Hungary a fter hav ing s ev ered w ith Germany .

and the Aus trian foreign m inis ter were both pres ent at the conference 
on Jan. 2 7 th— Kais er W illia m ’s birthday — at Great German headquarters , 
where it was decided to open the unlim ited s ubmarine war.

A new form of fire peril is coming 
into prominence as a cau se of mu ch 
d estru ction, and its fires are so d i­ 
rectly

of the United States. Becau se of their 
conv enience, small electric d ev ices, 
su ch as pressing irons, cu rling irons, 
toasters, electric pad s or blank ets, 
electric plate warmers, and electric 
sterilizers or heaters are now to be 
fou nd in almost ev ery commu nity . If 
these are u sed with proper care the 
d anger wou ld be negligible, bu t, u n­ 
fortu nately , a proportion of their u s­ 
ers d oes not realize the peril of leav ­ 
ing them in circu it when not in u se. 
m su ch cases these d ev ices tend to 
become ov erheated , whereu pon they 
are lik ely to set fire to any thing com­ 
bu stible with which they are in con­ 
tact. 
Most of these fires are small, hu t 
the aggregate loss is large, and occa­ 
sional instances show ex tensiv e d am­ 
age. and in the case of the $350,000 
fire in the Boston resid ence of ex - 
Gov ernor Draper; this was traced to 
an electric plate warmer in the bu t­ 
ler’s pantry . 
Fires of this class fu rnish a special 
peril to life, being most freq u ently in 
d wellings and often break ing ou t at 


i night. 
A c haracteristic ex ample is 
that in which an electric pressing iron 
1 is left u pon the ironing board , with 
the cu rrent tu rned on, and then for­ 
gotten. 
In su ch a case the fire may 
not occu r u ntil some hou rs later. The, 
bu rning of the resid ence of John Wan- 
i amak er, sev eral y ears ago, was d u e 
to an electric pressing iron. 
That tiiis form of hazard is alread y 
assu ming large proportions, appears 
from the statistics.

Board of Fire Und erwriters in one 
d ay noted approx imately one hu nd red 
reports of fires from this cau se, ou t of 
,a total of two thou sand losses in the

at the rate of 30,000 or more in the 
[ cou rse of a y ear. 
it is safe to say that most of these 
fires are entirely prev entable, and can 
he charged to nothing bu t careless­ 
ness on the part of the u ser. 
Variou s 
“safety " d ev ices hav e been ad d ed by 
i certain of tiie manu factu rers of these 
articles, and among them are some 
that are fairly effectiv e, bu t there is 
one absolu te precau tion which shou ld 
: be borne in mind at all times by ev ery 
u ser, namely , that of shu tting off the 
cu rrent when not personally and con­ 
tinu ou sly su perv ising the u se.

W e are in th e sta te known to dip­ 
lom ats 
as 
“non-amicable, 
sh ort 
of 
war.” 
T h ere are m any possible steps 
k I in th is stage of th e situation. 
Th e 
most definite is th e one already taken, 
th e “w ith draw al 
of 
diplomatic rela­ 
tions.” 
Th is is a step 
wh ich 
th eo­ 
retically does not involve 
war, 
and 
wh ich , wh en used bv a m ajor power 
against a minor one, for discipline or 
warning, m ay not lead to war. 
T h e 
United 
States, for instance, h as ar 
various tim es disciplined Brazil, Mex­ 
ico, and various 
Central 
American 
states by th is meth od. 
But between 
first-class powers th is 
step 
in 
th e 
past lias alway s led to war. 
If it does 
not lead to war, or leads only to lim­ 
ited war, in th is instance it will be on 
account of unprecedented conditions. 
Still in th e “sh ort of war" stage, 
th ere are num erous steps wh ich can 
be taken. 
T h ere is “retorsion,” wh ich 
is a sort of industrial or civic anti- 
reciprocity , and “retaliation," and “re­ 
prisal," wh ich are th e infliction of 
injuries in response 
to 
injuries r e ­ 
ceived. 
Th en th ere are uses of force 
to specific ends, with out general war, 
and th e "pacific blockade,” “em bargo,” 
and “non-intercourse.” 
Finally , wh en w ar comes, it m ay be 
eith er w h at th e old w riters call “per 
feet” or "im perfect.” 
More accurate­ 
ly , it is “general,” or limited. Th e F ed­ 
eral Court of Appeals h as defined th e 
difference as follows: 
“A perfect war 
is th a t wh ich destroy s 
th e 
national 
peace and tranquility , 
and 
lay s 
th e 
foundation of every possible act ot 
h ostility ; th e im perfect war is th at 
wh ich does not entirely destroy th e 
public tranquility , 
but 
interrupts it 
only in some particulars, as in th e 
case of reprisals.” 
T h e United States, 
for 
instance, 
would be in a "perfect" or general war 
with G erm any if it joined th e Allies in 
th e cam paign for th e defeat and sub­ 
jugation of Germany , but if we merely 
convoy ed 
our 
m erch an tm en 
with 
arm ed vessels, seeking to destroy Ger­ 
man subm arines a ttackin g th em , and 
confiscated Germ an interned 
vessels 
in reprisal for our vessels and com-

m erce lost, it would be an “im perfect" 
or limited war. 
W ar itself is not a mere act; it is a 
state. 
It may be establish ed by for­ 
mal declaration, even with out h ostile 
acts, but acts alone do not constitute 
war, ex cept wh en th ey establish a rec­ 
ognized status. 
Th e b e s t definition, perh aps, to a p­ 
ply to m odern conditions, is th at "war 
is th e sta te of th ings in wh ich a nation 
prosecutes its righ ts by force.” 
Th e 
official definition of th e United States 
(General Orders No. 100, April, 1863), 
is th at “ Public w ar is a state of arm ed 
h ostility between sovereign nations or 
governm ents." 
Th e im portance of th e 
exact determ ination of th e point at 
wh ich h ostile acts becom e w ar is th at, 
in th e sta te of war, th ird parties th ere­ 
by 
acquire 
duties 
and 
disabilities 
wh ich th e mere acts of violence would 
not establish . 
T h e 
sinking 
of 
th e 
Lusitania, for instance, was not an act 
of w ar against th e United States, but 
a sim ilar act now would at once pro­ 
voke a state of war, wh ich would be j 
declared 
to h ave extended back to j 
th at act. 
W a r does not alw ay s begin with th e 
declaration of war. 
In th e Mexican 
war, lor instance, 
two 
b attles 
h ad 
been fough t before w ar was declared, 
and th e declaration itself, as well as 
th e m essage of P re siden t Polk asking 
it, recited th at w ar already existed by 
act of Mexico. 
Both 
th e 
Japanese- 
Ch inese w ar of 1894, and th e Japanese- 
Russian war, actually 
began 
before 
th ey 
were 
formally 
declared. 
Th e 
Spanish w ar dated 
front 
April 21, 
1898, and was declared to h ave exist­ 
ed since th a t date by 
a. 
formal dec­ 
laration 
actually 
passed 
four 
day s 
later. 
W ar, th erefore, may be estab ­ 
lish ed by declaration alone; but can 
be establish ed by act alone only by 
th e subsequent recognition 
of 
th at 
act. 
In th eory , every citizen of a h ostile 
country is an enemy , subject to th e 
h ardsh ips of war. 
But m odern h u­ 
m anity recognizes th e distinction be­ 
tw een a soldier and a non-combatant, 
and tre a ts th e civil population with all 
th e consideration possible. 
T h ese are mere suggestions of th e 
tech nical situation as an aid to better 
understanding of possible events.
